CONSTANTINOPLE, July 28.—The 
rumors that Arabi Pacha has declared 
he would resist th^ Turkish forces, 
are untrue. He has renewed his as- 
surances of fidelity to the sultan. At 
a meeting of the conference yesterday 
Lord:- Dufferin,. British ambassador, 
renewed his proposal for the inue of 
a proclamation declaring Arabi Pacha 
a rebeL Said Pt'cha, Turkish prime 
minister, thought such a proclama- 
tion should not be issued until the 
Turkish troops landed in Egypt.

A number of them were 
mailed to the students, male and fe- 
male, of the Indiana University. Dr 
Ferguson knew of no such person as 
Dr. Colwell, and a search through the 
city directory failed to reveal his 
name or residence. Colwell is not en- 
enrolled among the list of medical 
practitioners of Allen county and a 
physicians seen by the member of 
reporter had never heard of him. 


The business which is above adver- 
tised is carried on in large cities, and 
the supposition is that these establish- 
ments are abortion shops, as, indeed, 
they have been proven to be. No 
reputable physician was ever known 
to engage in this "strictly confiden- 
tial" racket.

He was edu- 
cated for the priesthood, early in life 
showed an earnest desire to be taught 
in the church work. He was sent 
from the Dunboyne college, in Ire- 
land, to St. Louis, where he was or- 
dained priest in 1852, and appointed 
to the chair of d(^matic theology in 
the Carondelet seminary. 
After six 
years' service here he was located at 
the church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, St. Louis, seven years, and 
then made bishop of the diocese of 
NashviUe, November 18,1865. That 
post he occupied for fifteen yeare, 
until called to the arch episcopacy of 
the Chicago see, of which he was the 
first head. He will not surrender 
that position, the election as cardinal 
being merely an additional honor. 
Archbishop Feehan is a 
man of 
unusually fine and 
commanding 
presence 
and 
of 
courtly 
de- 
meanor. Physically, his appearance 
is much above the average of men, as 
he is over six feet in height and pro- 
portionately well built. 
His head is 
large, with a broad, noble brow, prom- 
inently 
marked features, with a 
clearly cut, sensitive mouth. 
The 
whole face is fine in outline and full 
of character, mobile, and exceedingly 
expressive; the eyes blue and very 
kindly in expression, and he possesHes 
a smile of rare benignity. In a word, 
the archbishop's appearance at once 
impresses the beholder with a sen^e of 
highly cultivated power, tempered 
with exqisite gentleness, and he looks 
every inch a prince of the church, 
whose sway would be dictated by love 
rather 
than 
authority. 
Scarcely 
could any incumbent of so high and 
responsible an office look more thor- 
oughly the exponent of the principle, 
suaviter in modo, fortiter in re, than 
the new cardinal to be.

George Fooltj, of Bellefdntaine, 
Ohio, a young num who shot a bullet 
into his brain Sunday, July 9, has so 
far recovered that he is considered out 
of danger. The case is one of the 
moet peculiar on record, not only he- 
cause bat few recorded instances have 
been given oa of even partial recov- 
ery, but from the strange absence of 
ordinary symptoms in cases of this 
kind. Foulty had cause to ^oot 
himself. He had been married luat 
two months, and had trouble with ¿is 
wife and his mother-in-law, and was 
drunk when he committed the deed. 
He lay on his back, shot himself in 
the czact centre of his forehead, and 
expected to die instantly. Instead of 
that he did not Ipee consciousness for 
a moment, but says he felt the ball 
strike his forehead, paes clear through 
his brain and strike the bone at the 
back of his head. As soon as he shot 
himself he got up from the bed, walk- 
ed into another room and sat there 
until the neighbors assembled and in- 
duced him to lie down. Notwith- 
standing the fact that brains have 
oozed from the bullet hole and at- 
tending physicians have probed the 
wound for a distance of three inches, 
he has never felt much inconvenience, 
and has never been unconscious for 
a single instant. It is said that his 
faculties are better and his reasooing 
powers clearer now than before he 
tried to shuffle off. On being ques- 
tioned as to his sensations, he says 
that he feels all right, and has never 
had any ill-feeling excepting a "slight 
headache." He is so far recovered 
that he walks around 
the houHe, 
smokes cigars and makes himself gen- 
erally comfortable.
